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introduction: 


WHAT    SUBSTITUTION    IS. 

Substitution  may  be  described  as  the  process  by  which  any 
authentic*  sentence  may  be  multipHed  indefinitely  by  substituting  any  of 
its  words  or  word-groups  by  others  of  the  same  grammatical  family  and 
within  certain  semantic  limits. 

Let  the  authentic  sentence  be 

/  saw  two  books  here  yesterday. 
It  is  evident  that  the  word  two  may  be  replaced  by  any  plural  numeral 
adjective ;  that  /  may  be  replaced  by  any  noun  or  pronoun  designating  a 
person  or  animal  capable  of  seeing ;  that  here  may  be  replaced  by  any 
appropriate  adverb  of  place ;  that  yesterday  may  be  replaced  by  any 
appropriate  adverb  of  time ;  that  books  may  be  replaced  by  any  plural 
noun  representing  any  person  or  object  capable  of  being  seen  in  a 
particular  place. 

A  foreigner  who  has  successfully  memorized  the  above  sentence  can 
convert  that  one  fluent  sentence  into  hundreds  of  others  almost  equally 
fluent  and  in  quite  as  good  English  by  memorizing  a  stock  of  "  sub- 
stitutive elements"  (as  described  above)  and  by  using  them  as  inter- 
changeable parts  of  the  original  sentence. 

It  is  certain  that  if  the  original  sentence  (hereinafter  called  the 
Model)  is  normal  and  authentic,  and  that  if  the  substitutive  elements  are 
equally  authentic  and  true  members  of  the  same  category,  our  student 
may  ring  all  the  changes  he  pleases  and  have  no  more  fear  of  producing 
un-English  sentences  than  the  Englishman  himself. 

It  is  more  than  probable  that  a  process  of  unconscious  substitution 
is  the  one  by  which  we  learn  at  an  early  age  the  intricacies  of  our  own

language,  and  possess  before  even  knowing  the  meaning  of   the   term 
grammar  nine-tenths  of  the  grammatical  machinery  of  our  own  tongue. 

A  substitution  table  may  be  simple  or  conipoiind.  The  former  is 
represented  by  a  model  sentence  of  which  one  section  only  may  be 
replaced  at  a  time  by  its  substitutive  elements.     Example : 

He       saw       it. 

She      sees      the  man. 

I  eats       himself. 

resulting  in  three  simple  series  : 

He  saw  it. 
She  saw  it. 
I   saw  it. 

He  saw  it. 
He  sees  it. 
He  eats  it. 

He  saw  it. 

He  saw  the  man. 

He  saw  himself. 

each  of  which  is  quite  valid.     But  if  we  attempted  to  treat  this  table  by 
compound  (or  cross)  substitution,  we  should  obtain  such  absurdities  as 

I  sees  it. 

I  saw  himself. 

He  eats  the  man,  &c. 

The   above   table   can   only    yield    fourteen    rational    and    grammatical 
sentences. 

An  ideal  compound  substitution  table  is  one  composed  in  such  a 
manner  that  all  the  elements  are  mutually  intercombinable.  The 
following  is  an  example :

This  table  will  yield  4096  perfectly  rational  sentences. 

While  most  of  the  tables  in  the  present  book  yield  a  very  high 
percentage  of  rational  sentences,  it  is  not  claimed  that  each  one  is  an 
ideal  compound  table ;  to  attempt  to  make  them  so  would  involve  the 
sacrifice  of  many  useful  words  and  forms,  or  would  render  the  whole 
cumbrous  and  bulky  without  any  real  compensating  advantage. 

Although  the  composition  of  a  few  isolated  simple  tables  requires 
neither  linguistic  knowledge  nor  experience,  the  construction  of  a  series 
of  compound  tables  with  a  high  yield  of  rational  and  useful  sentences 
without  any  important  omissions  nor  transgressions  against  the  principle 
of  frequency  "  is  no  easy  matter.  The  series  forming  the  subject  of  the 
present  book  is  the  outcome  of  a  long  period  of  work  and  of  tentative 
experiments.  The  infinite  choice  of  words  and  pf  group-words  and  the 
infinite  possibilities  of  their  distribution  and  combination,  together  with 
the  problems  attendant  upon  their  co-ordination  and  compression  into  a 
book  of  digestible  proportions,  can  only  result  in  a  work  which,  although 
complete  enough  for  all  practical  purposes,  must  from  its  very  nature  be 
infinitely  completable  and  perfectible. 

The  objects  of  this  particular  series  of  substitution  tables  may  be 
grouped  under  the  nine  following  headings : 

1.  To  present  the  most  frequently  used  English  words  and  word- 
groups  in  such  a  manner  as  to  form  the  greatest  number  of  useful 
sentences  of  general  application. 

2.  To  serve  as  practical  ear-training  exercises,  by  the  use  of  which 
the  student  will  come  to  understand  the  most  rapid  speech. 
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3.  To  serve  as  a  series  of  pronunciation  exercises,  by  the  use  of 
which  the  student  will  acquire  fluency  and  rapidity  of  expression  with  the 
appropriate  stress  and  intonation. 

4.  To  provide  a  simple  context  for  each  word  in  such  a  way  as  to 
encourage  the  student  to  learn  words  not  as  isolated  elements  but  as 
component  parts  of  living  sentences. 

5.  To  serve  (in  many  cases)  as  a  simple  scheme  of  analysis  in  which 
the  function  of  the  various  parts  of  speech  and  the  nature  of  group-words 
are  clearly  shown. 

6.  To  offer  an  extensive  choice  of  model  sentences  to  be  memorized, 
and^  simple  means  of  converting  each  memorized  sentence  into  a  vast 
number  of  others, 

7.  To  enable  the  teacher  to  react  against  five  of  the  vicious 
tendencies  to  which  most  or  all  language-students  are  subject,  viz.  : 

{a)     The    literal    translation     from     the     mother-tongue     or 

Synthetic  Construction. 
(6)     The  artificial  separation  of  words. 

(c)  The  non-recognition  of  group-words. 

(d)  The  preference  for  strong  forms. 

(e)  Over-reliance  on  visual  memory. 

8.  To  form  the  basis  of  a  series  of  progressive  exercises"  in  the 
grammar,  inflexions  and  semantics  of  Spoken  English.  For  this  reason 
the  vocabulary  is  distributed  partly  in  accordance  with  the  "  frequency 
principle "  and  partly  with  a  view  to  progressive  study,  and  is  not 
classified  and  grouped  strictly  on  grammatical  lines. 

9.  To  serve  as  vocabulary  and  phrase-book,  to  be  used  with  a  key 
in  the  mother-tongue  for  those  who  find  it  necessary  or  more  convenient 
to  study  without  a  teacher.

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•  HOW  TO  USE  THE  SUBSTITUTION  TABLES  IN 

TEACHING. 

The  following  is  the  general  method  to  be  recommended  when 
working  with  beginners. 

The  teacher  takes  the  first  sentence  of  Table  I. : 
/  always  do  it. 
He  pronounces  it  distinctly  but  rapidly  from  five  to  ten  times. 

The  pupil  (who  is  presumed  to  have  some  previous  notion  of 
English  sounds  and  of  phonetic  notation)  then  repeats  the  sentence 
several  times,  endeavouring  to  reproduce  as  nearly  as  possible  what  he 
hears. 

The  teacher  corrects  any  mistakes  in  pronunciation  or  enunciation 
until  the  pupil  can  produce  the  sentence  easily  and  without  hesitation. 

•  At  this  point  the  teacher  may  write  the  sentence  on  the  blackboard* 

ai  oilweiz  du:it 
and  give  the  integral  translation.     Assuming  the  pupil's  language  to  be 
French,  the  equivalence  will  be  Je  le  fais  toujours. 

The  pupil  must  "  think  "  the  whole  sentence  without  attempting  to 
cut  it  up  into  its  component  parts.  He  should  then  repeat  the  sentence 
a  few  more  times  while  "thinking"  it. 

He  is  now  presumed  to  have  memorized  one  English  sentence  and 
to  be  able  to  use  and  to  recognize  it. 

The  teacher  then  says  :  /  always  do  it,  You  always  do  it,  We 
always  do  it,  They  always  do  it.  The  pupil  repeats  and  memorizes 
these  four  sentences. 

The  teacher  then  adds  the  three  words  you,  we  and  they  underneath 
the  word  /,  and  teaches  the  meaning  of  each  of  these  either  by  gestures 
or  by  translation.     The  diagram

now  constitutes  a  "  simple  substitution  table." 

When  this  has  been  sufficiently  inculcated,  the  teacher  proceeds  on 
the  second  stage  and  says :  /  always  do  it,  I  often  do  it,  I  sometimes  do 
it,  I  rarely  do  it,  I  seldom,  do  it,  I  never  do  it,  I  hardly  ever  do  it,  and 
/  nearly  always  do  it. 

The  pupil  repeats  each  sentence  after  the  teacher. 
For  the  sake  of  perfect  clearness  the  words  [ju'],  [wi']  and  [5ei]  may 
be  effaced  so  that  the  table  may   stand  as  a  simple   (as  opposed  to  a 
compound)  table :

The  meanings  of  the  seven  new  words  having  been  given  (and  duly 
noted  by  the  pupil)  the  two  groups  may  be  put  in  the  form  of  a

in  which  each  of  the  elements  in  the  first  column  is  put  into  combination 
with  each  of  those  in  the  second  column,  resulting  in  32  sentences. 
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Or,  instead  of  introducing  "  compound  "  substitution  at  this  stage, 
the  teacher  may  pass  directly  to  the  last  column :  /  do  it,  I  take  it,  I  see 
it,  I  know  it,  I  understand  it,  I  come  here,  &c. 

These  twelve  sentences  to  be  repeated  and  reproduced  one  by  one 
until  fluency  is  attained,  the  third  simple  substitution  table  to  appear  on 
the  blackboard  and  its  translation  or  meaning  noted  by  the  pupil.

It  is  not  suggested  that  all  the  384  sentences  should  be  repeated; 
not  only  would  this  lead  to  unpleasant  monotony  but  the  pupil  would 
probably  have  attained  perfect  fluency  long  before  reaching  the  end  of 
this  series  of  compound  permutation. 

The  five  elements  of  the  first  column  may  now  be  added  and  treated 
in  the  same  way  :

If  the  pupil  is  an  absolute  beginner,  we  must  not  expect  miracles 
at  the  first  seance ;  we  must  not  expect  him  to  be  able  to  use  nor  even 
to  recognize  every  one  of  the  1920  sentences.  He  should,  however,  be 
able  to  reproduce  any  one  of  them  with  fluency  and  be  in  a  position  to 
practise  them  at  home,  to  build  up  the  compound  parts  and  gradually 
to  assimilate  them  from  the  semantic  point  of  view. 
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As  home  study  the  pupil  may  be  given  the  not  uninteresting  work 
of  composing  (say)  50  sentences  and  of  translating  them  into  his  own 
language. 

Alternatively  he  may  be  given  the  native  equivalents  of  (say)  50 
of  the  sentences  with  a  view  to  working  but  the  English  equivalents. 

At  the  next  lesson,  after  a  summary  recapitulation  of  the  previous 
work,  Table  2  may  be  treated  in  the  same  way. 

As  there  are  only  two  new  elements  to  be  introduced  (instead  of  29 
as  in  the  first  instance)  progress  ought  to  be  proportionately  rapid, 
provided  always  that  the  pupil  has  thoroughly  assimilated  Table  1. 

A  general  and  obvious  principle  to  be  observed  is:  always  SLSsimilate 
thoroughly  any  given  table  before  passing  to  the  following.  The 
success  of  the  system  (as  indeed  of  all  other  systems)  may  be  said  to 
stand  or  fall  according  to  the  observance  or  non-observance  of  this  all- 
important  principle. 

GENERAL    HINTS. 

Probably  no  two  teachers  ever  use  substitution  tables  in  exactly  the 
same  way  ;  indeed,  one  of  the  charms  of  the  system  lies  in  the  variety 
of  the  applications  of  the  permutation  principle. 

Some  of  the  divergencies  in  treatment  may  be  briefly  indicated  here. 

An  interesting  variation  of  the  programme  described  in  the  fore- 
going pages  is  as  follows  : 

For  a  period  of  from  two  to  ten  lessons  do  nothing  but  memorize 
model  sentences  {i.e.  the  first  or  head  sentence  of  any  table).  At  the 
first  lesson  let  (say)  20  sentences  be  repeated  and  studied  in  conjunction 
with  their  respective  integral  translations.  At  each  successive  lesson  the 
same  twenty  sentences  will  be  examined,  recited,  translated,  re-translated, 
acted,  thought  and  concretized. 

When  every  one  of  the  sentences  is  as  familiar  to  the  pupil,  and  as 
easy  to  produce  and  to  understand  as  the  corresponding  sentence  in  his 
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own  language,  then  let  the  substitution  course  proper  be  commenced  and 
pursued  as  described. 

For  pupils  whose  exclusive  aim  is  the  written  (as  opposed  to  the 
oral)  aspect  of  the  language,  the  phonetic  script  might  be  replaced  by  the 
orthographic.  There  is,  however,  this  disadvantage,  that  the  ortho- 
graphic script  does  not  lend  itself  to  the  fusion  of  words.  To  replace 
[du:  it]  by  [duiit]  is  a  distinct  advantage,  but  to  replace  do  it  by  doit 
would  be  a  proceeding  of  doubtful  value. 

Some  teachers  may  have  to  use  the  tables  with  students  who  have 
neither  received  a  preliminary  phonetic  training  nor  are  acquainted  with 
phonetic  symbols.  In  this  case  the  tables  must  themselves  serve  as  an 
introduction  to  phonetics  and  be  used  for  phonetic  drill.  Obviously, 
progress  under  these  conditions  will  be  much  slower  and  far  less  satis- 
factory. 

For  pupils  who  have  already  acquired  certain  notions  of  English 
and  wish  to  gain  fluency  and  correctness  of  expression  there  is  no  need  to 
observe  any  particular  sequence  in  the  tables.  No  harm  can  be  done  by 
starting  at  Table  20,  or  50,  or  any  other. 

Used  as  a  companion  to  a  grammar  book,  the  appropriate  table  will 
be  chosen  for  each  lesson.  If  the  pupil  is  learning  the  formation  of  the 
preterite,  he  may  profitably  go  through  Tables  17,  38,  85  and  91.  Tables 
56,  57,  58  and  59  constitute  exercises  on  the  past  participle.  Tables  36 
and  37  exemplify  the  rules  concerning  the  Dative  or  Indirect  Object,  etc., 
etc. 

Translating  from  the  mother-tongue  into  English  is  generally  a 
pernicious  form  of  exercise,  resulting,  as  it  often  does,  in  false  concep- 
tions of  the  nature  of  language  and  its  study,  and  in  the  habit  of 
artificial  sentence  construction. 

A  form  of  translation  exercise  which  is  free  from  these  disadvantages 
is  the  following  one :  Let  us  assume  the  pupil  to  be  French  and  that  he 
has  memorized  the  model  sentence  of  Table  57  and  its  substitutive 
elements.     We  remind  the  pupil  that  the   model  It  is   sold  every  day 
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is  eqjiivalent  to  On  le  vend  tons  les  jours.  We  then  ask  him  to  translate 
rapidly  and  successively  the  following  sentences  :  On  le  vend  tous  les 
jours.  On  Vachete  tous  les  jours,  On  Ventend  tous  les  jours,  On  le  perd 
tous  les  jours.  On  le  trouve  tous  les  jours,  On  y  repond  tous  les  jours. 
On  Vouvre  tous  les  jours.  On  le  ferme  tous  les  jours,  On  le  laisse  ici 
tous  les  jours,  etc.,  etc. 

The  result  of  such  integral  translation  will  be  a  proper  appreciation 
of  the  semantic  value  of  the  English  sentences  and  a  valuable  corrective 
to  the  habit  of  literal  translation. 

Differences  of  opinion  exist  as  to  the  right  moment  to  introduce  the 
orthographic  form.  Some  teachers  would  work  exclusively  with  phonetic 
script  for  a  year,  and  then,  considering  that  it  has  duly  played  its  part, 
would  henceforth  make  exclusive  use  of  traditional  orthography.  Others 
would  use  both  forms  simultaneously. 

Neither  of  these  extremes  give  the  impression  of  soundness ; 
probably  the  ideal  course  lies  somewhere  between  the  two. 

A  safe  principle  to  adopt  is  to  withhold  the  orthographic  form  of  any 
given  table  until  it.  has  been  thoroughly  memorized  and  concretized. 
When  the  pupil  can  reel  off  a  few  dozens  of  the  combinations  fluently, 
and  has  learnt  their  meaning,  no  harm  can  be  done  in  introducing  the 
traditional  spelling  of  that  particular  table  ;  the  good  habit  will  have 
been  formed  and  the  orthographic  burlesque  will  be  powerless  to  undo  it. 

The  introduction  of  the  orthographic  script  may  serve  as  a  useful 
recapitulation.  Let  us  say  that  the  first  seven  tables  have  been  worked 
through ;  while  the  eighth  and  following  tables  are  being  presented  and 
studied  in  phonetic  form  the  pupil  may  go  over  the  first  seven  in  the 
form  of  home  work  written  in  the  traditional  spelling.  By  referring  to 
the  companion  book  to  the  present  work  ( '  Progressive  Exercises  in 
Colloquial  English  ")  the  reader  will  see  how  this  suggestion  is  worked  out 
in  practice.  An  interesting  exercise  is  the  converting  of  sentences  from 
one  script  to  the  other,  strengthening  as  it  does  both  visual  and  auditive 
associations  by  cross-comparison. 
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More  haste,  less  speed.  The  writer's  experience  has  proved  to  him 
the  truth  of  this  dictum  as  apphed  to  substitution  tables.  The  model 
sentence  must  be  perfectly  memorized  before  substituting  any  of  its 
elements.  The  formula  for  memorizing  is  simple  but  often  imperfectly 
realized :  repeat  the  required  sentence  exactly  in  the  same  way  so  many 
times  a  day  until  the  succession  of  sounds  is  produced  automatically 
and  without  any  conscious  effort.
